Tbe Result oi the Selection for Dis- 
trict No. 1. 



Tho firflt contest ior tho representa- 
tion of tbe city cf Viotorift undor tho 
•eleotion orders ia now over, wo 
■incerely trust it may bo tho last, for 
it is admitlod by all parties that tho 
aystem of election is un-English, 
unbefitting that state of political 
freedom which ia supposed to main- 
tain throughout all the colonies and 
dependencies of Groat .Britain, and in 
all its bearings disgraceful. Apart 
from tho political remit of thocoatost, 
it is satisfactory to know that every 
section of tho inhabitants have beou 
roused to a sense of tho importauoo of 
expressing to tho Government that 
they have, and that thoy honcolorth 
iutond to show that they havo, some 
interest in publio affairs. It sooms 
Bomewhat flat, altor tho excitomont of 
the lant ftw days, and when tho public 
are only beginning to feel the rtaction 
consequent upon tho excitement, to 
exhort the pooplo of this city, and of 
Eequimalt, to slick manfully to their 
rights, and not to abate one panicle 
of their enorgy in asserting their 
determination to haVe proper Repro* 
sentativo Government. A majority 
of the electors hava by their votos 
of yesterday sent to represent them in 
tbo Legislative Council, two gentle* 
men, Pr Holmcken and ilr Drake, 
who are well known in tho community, 
and what iB more, who are pledged to 
advecato reform in the Government, 
and retrenchment in tbo public expen- 
diture, and it is to be hoped that all 
■ections and parties will now unite to 
•trengtbon the hands of those who 
have been ohosen to bo the mouth- 
piece of the city of Victoria; we say 
mouth-piece, because wo trust thero 
will be entire unanimity between 
those gentlemen upon all tho main 
questions wbioh will come before tho 
Council- All four candidates were more 
or less plodged, before tho poll was 
taken, upon tho questions of Retrench- 
ment and Representative Institution?, 
and although we believe that it is tho 
Government itifluenoo, that has return- 
ed the present members, we bavo no 
doubt that when tbe timo arrives for 
action, those pledges will be honorably 
redeemed by tho gontlomou who have 
been selected. But it is nocos?ary for 
thf people towatoh their own interests, 
it iB but difficult and tbankloss work, 
tor the representatives of a largo con- 
stituency to discharge thoir dutios in 
a Counoil, constituted as is that of 
British Columbia, and unless tbo popu- 
lar members are backed up by the 
people, it is almost impossiblo that they 
can aohiese any suocoss in their on* 
dealers to obtain freedom of eiee'ion, 
and popular Represent!- tive Govern- 
ment. We are quite sure that tho 
press of this Colony will at tho 
present juncture cordially endorse the 
efforts of the representatives of the 
people, in favor of a largo diminution 
in our nrosont expenditure, and a 
change in our Government; public 
opinion from one end of tho Colony to 
tho other expresses itsolf loudly for 
retrenchment and reform, and the 
press in Luis, us iu other great public 
questions, is but tho eoho of public 
opinion; for ourselves we are determin- 
ed to ncoord our cordial support to 
Messrs Holrackon and Drake, so 
long as thoy act up to the pledges that 
they have given to tho electors upon 
tho present occasion ; whilst thoy do 
this thoy cannot fail in thoir duty to 
their lollcw citizens, for their promises 
in respect of the main issues have 
been plain and unmistukoablo. Wo 
would in conclusion exhort tho lcpro* 
eontativos as woll as tho citizens of 
Victoria and Rsquimult to recollect, 
that Dr Ilolmcken and Mr Druko are 
now tho representatives not of tho 
majority which returnod them, but of 
the whole district, lot us hop thou 
that all differences will be forgotten so 
that the onorgetio efforts of tho 
membors in tho oauso of reform and 
retrenchment, may bo socondod and 
•rioourngod by tho unanimous rupport 
and approval ol all good citizens.

through the ceiling. It is probable the fire 
did commence in ibe kitchen of the hotel, 
for Mr McCrea of tho Custom House, -who 
occupied a front room, heard it crackling in 
the rear seme timo before the inmates were 
aroueed, but never thought the house was 
on. fire. As soon as tbe doors were burst 
open the flames spread so very rapidly that 
tbe boarders in tho house bad to escape 
through the front windows without saving 
anything or even having time to dress. Tbe 
losses as far as can be ascertained are as 
follow : Hotel de Franco, belonging to Mon- 
sieur Bigne, totally consumed, lcs» 310,000, 
iasured in the Koyal for $9700 , Mr Spen- 
cer's book Btoro and library consumed, 
loss $4,500, stock insured in tho Builders', 
San Francisco, for $3000 ; tho building oc- 
cupied by Harris, tailor, and Spencer, be- 
longing to Mr Gibbs, was insured in Ibe Im- 
perial for $ 1000. The two stores occupied 
by Buler & Co, and Mr Hewlings, belong- 
ing to Mr Findlay, were only partially burn- 
ed, and wero insured in tbe Koyal for 
$1000, probably enough to repuir them, the 
oocupants got their goods safely out bo 
that their losses will be comparatively 
light. Harris, tailor, occupying a portion 
of Mr Gibbs' building, lost some of bis stock, 
but llio exaot amount is not known. Pipers 
saloon fortunat ly was saved owing to the 
Tear being built of brick, but his loss by 
■water &c will be about 8500, he was iosureJ 
for $3000. Read, tailor, from tbe same 
cause, will lose about $200. The inmates of 
, tbo hotel, as already slated, saved nothiDg ; 
Messrs McCrea and Otis Parsons, in ad- 
dition to their wardrobe, lost their gold 
watches. Tbe firemen complain ol not be- 
ing, properly supported in lheir efforts bj 
tbe citi^ns, who retired in many cases to 
assist in working the ongines, which several 
times were almost stoppod lor want of holp. 
At large and dangerous fires this is a bad 
•pirit to manifest, and it is much to be re- 
gretted the Fire Wardens were not present 
on. Tuesday morning to enforce tbe law in 
this respect. We are happy to state we 
could only learn of two casualties : George 
Hamer of the Hook and Ladder Co, received 
a eevero cut on tbe knee lroin ed use; 
Frank Bedlow, an attache of tbe hotel, 
got his hand badly cut by breaking down a 
window iD order to escape. This was '.he 
largest, and certainly most dangerous fire 
ever witnessed in Victoria; and while wo 
extend our rympatbies to tbe suflerers, we 
uiacorely hope our citizens may not agaiu 
expoi ienco any more of these sad calami- 
ties. " ._

Notwithstanding tbe Are which look place 
in tho early morning had kopt many of onr 
citizens out of their beds, and bad roused 
aod disturbed probably every legitimale 
voter, for none of the residents within the 
City could have slept quietly whilst tbe fire 
bells were ringing oul tho Dotos of alarm, 
and whilst tbe wholo cily was illumined 
with Iho flames from the confl igratiou— not* 
wilhsiandiug this, however, tbe crowd which 
assembled on tbe s quaro in front of the Po- 
lice barracks, soon after sovc-n o'clock, wus 
onu of the largest that wo ever remember 
lo have seen gathered together upon tbo oc- 
casion ol any election iu this city before the 
polls wero open. There was upwards ol two 
hundred persons drawn up in tbreo single 
files, waiting in front ol the three desks be- 
fore eight o'clock. Tbe arrnngemonls mado 
by the Sheriff were probably the best thut 
tbo inconvenient locality afforded. One long 
desk sxtende'd along tho verandah in frcut 
of tho barraolts, leaving just room for ingress 
and egiess to and from tho respective offices 
of the Magistrate and Sheriff, this desk wus 
divided into three compartments, the voters 
whofe initials wcufrom A to U cast their 
rotes at tho left hand, I to O in tho centre, 
and P to Z at tbe right hand ; tho Sheriff 
had his poll clerk for each compartment, and 
one check olerk represented Messrs Helmc- 
ken and Drake, and another, Messrs De 
Cosmos and Powell, at each booth. When 
eight o'clock arrived, and ten minutes elapsed 
without any appearance of tho Sheriff, thore 
began to be a general comparing of watches, 
and signs of impatience were manifest. A 
quarter of an hour, a half hour elapsed, aod 
still no Sheriff, and the polls could not bj 
opened ; carriages had been sent off for him, 
and ae tho crowd wore In momentary expec- 
tation of his arrival tbe ranks we;u not 
broken, each voter seemed to think that the 
event of the dBy turned upon his recording 
bis vole early. Both parties seemed to mus- 
ter strong, and the eupponers of DeCosruns 
aud Powell were so ihoronghly mixed up 
with Ihose of Helmeken and Drake that for 
some time it was impossible to tell who 
beaded the polls; we thought, however, 
ttiat the rod, white and blue, tbo DeCosmos 
and Powell colors, mustered slrongost before, 
the polls opened. 

It was about ton minutes to nine by the 
walcbes of most of the voters when tbe 
dherifl arrived — il wag however made eight 
o'clock, and the Sheriff unjouucod bis in- 
tention of keeping tho polls opGn till four 
o'clock by his own walcb, and to this he 
strictly adhered. Tuo poll was continued 
most briskly from its commencement until 
past mid-duy. after which tbe poll olerkp "o- 
casioually obtained a lew moments breathing 
time. The diuVem parties seemed to run 
evenly unt:l between ten and eleven o'clock' 
when the employees of iho Hudson Bay Co 
uDd some of the Government officiuls came up 
to the polls and gave Messrs Helmeken and 
Druke a majority wnicb they never lost ; 
(here are several noticeable features in this 
poll, amongst others, tbe absurdity of allow- 
ing indiscriminate voting ou thai u any per- 
sout wero ullowed to coma up and record 
iheir votes who have neither rosideoca or 
placo of business in the cily ; then again 
Kanakas and half-breeds, who were 
tutored to pronouuee something op- 
proacbing to tha names of Helmeken and 
Drake, and DeCosmos aud Powoll, were 
allowed to record Iheir voles, and the ab- 
surdity of the arrangement uuder which 
these enlightened inhabitants were allowed 
io exercise the right of franchise, reached its 
climax wrfen tho intended vulers were uu- 
ublc to articulate any names at all, There 
wus of course the usual bnnter and chaff on 
all sides, but tbo wholo proceedings were 
characterised with great good humor. Tbe 
Shorifl had a moat difficult task to perform, 
as every disputed point was at once referred 
io him nnd adjodicatod upon, and as tho 
scrutineers of both parties were most active 
in their challenges on account of non-resi- 
dence and son-age, ths appeals to Iho Sherill 
wero incessant; notwithstanding tho vigi- 
lance ol both parties, many votes were re- 
corded by persona belonging to tho districts 
who hud no right to voto oven under tbo pro- 
sent system. Before noon from tbe pressuro 
of the crowd that surrounded the booths, it 
became necessury to closo tho gates of the 
barriers that had boon crectod at tho ond ol 
tho police buildings, and all except tbe can- 
didates and their authorised agents wero ex. 
eluded from the enclosuro, if this course had 
not beon adopted tho votes could never have 
been recorded, as the oanvaBsers of both 
parties wore most assiduous in bringing up 
lheir friebds to the poll and accompanying 
thorn in crowds to boo that those who were 
at nil doubtful voted tho right ticket. There 
wero a few slight interruption!! from persons 
who had evidently been imbibing a little u o 
freely, but it was remarked on all sides that 
considering the excitement which pre . ailed, 
-und the largo number ol votes recorded, the 
proceedings . wero moot orderly. Wo ob-

served that the greater part of the Govern* 
ment clerks and tbe police force came up to 
vote for those candidates who were supposed 
to onjoy Government Bupport ; this of course 
swellod Ibe majority considerably , The 
eveut of tho eleotiou Bhows one of those 
freaks for wbiob the populace are so noted — 
the candidates, who a few years ago could 
carry everything before thorn, have now 
by a combination of circumstances been de- 
feated by a considerable majority, and this 
ton when tbe number of voles recordod, largo- 
ly exceeds that of any previous year. That 
there was an extraordinary interest ranuN 
tested In this emotion, tho state of tbe put- 
lio feeling and tbo excitement which pre- 



ailed at the polls abundantly showed; it is to 
oe hoped that tha people will henceforth 
manifest on equal interest upon all occasions 
when they are called upon to exercise their 
rights, if tbey do this tbey will soon fiud out 
who seivo them best as public man.

Tho announcement was received with 
great applause by tho friends of the winning 
candidates, and the supporters of tbn defeat- 
ed onos were not astonished at the final re- 
sult, for tho reason, that two or three hours 
bef .re, it Wat pretty well understood how 
iho poll would go and as BgainBt their favor- 
ites. 

Dr Helmeken was warmly called forward 
to speak; ho relumed thanks for the proud 
o;sition ho was plaoed in ; it is plain tbe 
people of the city aro not io favor of Con- 
federation, said ibe doctor; he would adhere 
to the pledges put foith in his address, ami 
hoped that il ever ho carao before the people 
aguin, he would ba as well reoeived. Tbe 
doctor spoke to tha effect that Ihe citizens 
upheld him in his course in ohanging his 
views upon iho Conloderation qiestion 
his remarks wero reoeived with cheors. It 
was not his wish lo triumph over any man ; 
be felt sorry bis late colleague was Dot by 
his side and ho hoped he would again oocupy 
o place with him for the public interests. 
Doctor Helmeken stated, he bore no ani- 
mosity to anyone who voted against him— 
they voted in accordance with their principles. 
Tho speaker again pledged himself to act in 
coolormity with his address, and be conclud- 
ed, when throo hearty cheers wero given 
him, 

Mr Drake was received with cheers — He 
thanked those who voted for him, with 'giv- 
iog the young ono a show;' ho trusted his 
conduct in tbe House would moel with ap- 
proval and ho would try to do tbo beat for all; 
he owed no grudge for votes cast against bim. 
By the way tho voting turned out, he was 
sati.-fied his principles would receive sup- 
port. Huving reluruod thauka for his re- 
turn and hoping it would be neen to that he 
wou'd do bis duty in tho Legislature, he 
gavo way to tho next gentleman who was 
called upon. 

Mr DeCosmos — a defeated oandidato

Dr Powell was next to address tbo large 
audience; he thanked iho four hundred and 
filty who votod for him. The Confederation 
issue wus voted against and he bowod lo the 
wishes of tbo majority. [Night closing in 
we were unublo to note auy further remarks 
ol Ihe spetkor.] Ho witnessed tbe impar- 
tiality with wbiob the She.'ifl conducted bis 
duly, and having thanked his (Dr P's} cora- 
miiiee for their exertions on his behalf, got 
oil tho stand. A vote ol thanks to the Sheriff 
and three cheers lor tho Queen were given. 
The people who were gathered in largo 
numbers, comparatively speaking, and walch- 
ing with eagerness tbo finale, eeparatod — 
some to one place and soma to another, and 
excited talking was heard all over town. 
Tho friends of tbo successful candidates as- 
serted tbey wero sure of success, aod that 
they had many votes unpolled which they 
could havo brought forward in caso. of con- 
tingency ; at tho same timo wo heard of 
many of our most respectac!o ciiizens who 
did not appear at all to cast their voles. In 
the evening wo noticed tho windows of aotno 
uf tho saloons illuminated, &nd so ended an 
oleulion whoiein was manilojted more ex- 
citement thun iu the oontost soma tbreo years 
sinco over tho Freo Port and Tariff question.
